There are three ways of connecting the vertical 
amplifier to detect various IF frequencies for receiver 
monitoring, depending upon the IF frequency.

Subject: Cleaning radios 


Well, haven't seen this suggestion yet, so here goes. I've had very good luck 
cleaning subchassis (what's the plural-subchassisses?) from R-390s and the 
like in the XYLs GE dishwasher. Not only is the crud removed by the 
dishwashing detergent but it seems to have an effect in removing corrosion 
via chemical action. A couple caveats: 1) Use a minimal amount of detergent, 
2)Keep stopping the washer and checking the progress of the cleaning: once 
it's clean pull it out and rinse- in too long and resistors begin to lose 
their bands, etc. Electrasol is NASTY stuff!! 3) Cycle the washer empty once 
afterwards to clean it out, and 4) Don't ever let the XYL catch you doing 
this. Let the thing dry at low heat in oven/sun for a day. I knew someone who 
threw a whole SB-220 in the dishwasher after removing the meters, etc and I 
expected that the HV transformer would fail from the moisture, but no 
problemo. Please allow common sense to prevail and don't toss in stuff where 
cosmetic damage to dials etc could occur-I recommend the dishwasher route 
ONLY for military equipment subchassis and removing tuna noodle casserole 
from Corningware- Happy Trails, gents- KDOHG

Well, it seems to me that the way to go about this (and to get some 
reasonable current, Padgett et al!) would be to take a standard ol' 
thermocouple pair of metals (of which I have a chart somewhere but cannot 
find, but iron paired with something fairly common is one), slice ‘em into 
strips maybe 1/2" wide and 5" long, and rivet them togther in a sort of 
end-to-end zigzag pattern. Spiral enough of them to get reasonable 
voltage for a transistor set around something the size of the lamp 
chimney, fasten some stiff Empire cloth or fish paper down matching sets 
of "fins" to hold it and keep space between turns, and there '‘tis--quick, 
simple, low-tech and rugged, the very sort of thing the old USSR was good 
at. ...It's really a pity they haven't gone with that strength in the 
new Russia's business ventures; simple bootstrap tech of that sort is 
something they do xveryx well, and there's certainly need for it in many 
places! 


...Of course, given the sheet metal & rivets or even some fat scrap 
copper wire or bolts, some snips, a drill, hammer and a big rock with a 
flat surface, xany*x person at all handy could turn out a workable version 
of the thing inexpensively. In a pinch, you could do all right with 
even less in the way of tools.
